The state appropriation for the 
Annie M. Warner hospital here has 
been reduced 24.18 per cent as di­ 
rected in a ruling by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Schnader on Tuesday. 
The local hospital was granted 
$7,700 by the legislature, but under 
the attorney general s ruling as to 
non-preferred state appropriations

$5,839.68 during the next biennium. 
The reduction, ordered in keeping 
with the supreme court decision on 
the Talbot act, will permit each 
state-aided hospital and charitable 
home to receive only 75.84 per cent 
of the appropriation made to the in­ 
stitution by the 1931 legislature.

permit the state treasury to pay only

The second was a 
limited revision of the tariff and the 
third, farm relief legislation. 


Special Session Called 


The president convened congress 


in special session. By June 14, 
law had been enacted setting up the 
federal farm board—in the words of 
Hoover himself "the most impor- 
tant measure ever passed by con- 
gress in aid of -a large industry."

without impairment," and that for- 
eign trade expansion and agricul- 
ural prices reflected returning con- 
fidence. 


He accordingly formulated a poli- 


cy reflecting this attitude and with 
dramatically swift moves put his 
program into action, ix weeks after 
he crash he reported to congress 
that he had: 
'. . . Instituted systematic and 


voluntary measures of cooperation 


with business institutions, state and 
municipal authorities to make cer- 


that the fundamental busi- 


ness of the .country shall continue 
as usual. . . . Wages shall not be 
reduced and efforts will be made to 
expand construction to assist in 
equalizing deficits in unemploy- 
ment." 


The president urged an enlarged 


program of (1) federal construction, 
(2) railroad expansion, and (3) re- 
duction of taxes by congress as a 
demonstration of the confidence of 
the administration.

W ashington (AP).—Unkind were 
the elem ents on the day Herbert 
Hoover assumed the presidency— 
elem ents perhaps that augured the 
economic storm he later would have 
to brave. 
GJfiomy clouds cast a cold and 
drizzling rain on the heads of the 
throng assembled to see him inaugu­ 
rated. 
But the gloom wasn’t re ­ 
flected in the new occupant of the 
white house for his verdict of the 
past and his hopes for the future 
were expressed aptly in one sen­ 
tence: 
“In 
the 
large 
view, 
we 
have 
reached a higher degree of com­ 
fort and security than ever existed 
before in the history of the world ” 
It rem ained now. he believed, only 
to perfect a few weak links to in ­ 
sure a continuance of th a t post­ 
war prosperity. 
There were three 
problems immediately to be solved. 
T he first 
was to combat 
the 
“widespread disregard and disobedi­ 
ence for law.” The second was a 
lim ited revision oí the tariff and the 
third, farm relief legislation. 
Special Session Called 
T he president convened congress 
in special session. 
By June 14, a 
law had been enacted setting up the 
federal farm board—in the words of 
Hoover him self “the most im por­ 
ta n t measure ever passed by con­ 
gress in aid of a large industry." 
A law enforcem ent 
commission 
had been appointed charged by the 
president with obtaining an "ac­ 
curate determ ination of fact . . . 
following them with constructive, 
courageous conclusions. • . .” 
W ith the revision of the tariff, 
however, difficulty was encountered. 
In th e house a bill was passed on 
May 28 which changed prevailing 
rates on some 1,000 items and add­ 
ed new ones. 
In the senate, how­ 
ever. it dragged on for months. 
In the m idst of this came th a t 
memorable day 
in 
October. 1920, 
w hen 
the 
stock 
m arket crashed. 
From then until the conclusion of 
President Hoover’s first year in of­ 
fice the days were marked by stead­ 
ily dim inishing industrial activity. 
Not only the president, but the 
nation's leaders in general, refused 
to believe th a t prevailing conditions 
would continue. 
A few weeks after the crash Presi 
dent Hoover said th a t the federal 
reserve 
“had 
carried 
the 
whole 
credit system through 
the 
crisis 
without im pairment," and th at for­ 
eign trade expansion and agricul­ 
tural prices reflected returning con­ 
fidence. 
He accordingly formulated a poli­ 
cy reflecting this attitude and with 
dram atically swift moves put his 
program into action, ix weeks after 
the crash he reported to congress 
th a t he had: 
. . Instituted systematic and 
voluntary measures of cooperation 


with business institutions, state and 
m unicipal authorities to make cer­ 
tain th a t the fundam ental busi­ 
ness of the country shall continue 
usual. . . . Wages shall not be

And about this tim e he urged the 
senate to give favorable considera­ 
tion to the protocol for American 
adherence to the world court. 
Standing (Hit prom inently 
were 
his wholehearted advocacy of the 
expansion of public and private 
works, approval of waterway devel­ 
opm ent and his championing of the 
theory th at states and m unicipali­ 
ties were the proper agencies for 
unemployment relief. 
Along with these came his ap­ 
proval of the Hawley-8moot tariff 
bill. 
He organized a drought relief 
program 
for 
the 
southwest. 
He 
summoned a national conference on 
child health and protection. 
He vetoed two veteran relief bills 
which 
congress 
passed 
over 
his 
veto. 
But all the while the president’s 
m ajor concern was to restore the 
country to normal times. He had a 
firm faith th at it could be done by 
the country itself and witflout the 
help of the rest of the world.

Water is still the best beverage. It 


is not only the best, it 1s the. one 
necessary beverage. 
Nothing else 


can take its place. This is not-sur- 
prising when you remember • that 
water comprises abonrt two-thirds of 
the composition of the body. 


As a "necessity of life, water ranks 


in importance with air, food and 
sleep. It is necessary for the carry- 
ing on of almost every function of 
the body. The chemical reactions 
occurring within the cells take place 
in a medium of water. It is the me- 
dium in which waste is eliminated 
by the kidneys and skin. It is an 
important constituent of the diges- 
tive juices It helps to prevent con- 
stipationl By its evaporation from 
the skin it plays an important role 
in the heat regulation of the body. 


Of course, everyone drinks water. 


But there are many people^who do 
not drink enough of it. There may 
be some people who drink too much 
•water. Jt may be possible to over- 
work the kidneys by drinking too 
much water. But there are prob- 
ably not very many who damage 
themselves, in this way. 


Six Glasses A Day 


It seems to be the generally ac- 


cepted s opinion that one should 
drink at Jeast six glasses of water 
a day.

AH Acidenls Amounting: To 


More Than $50 Required 


To Be Reported. 


The bureau of highway patrol and 


safety of the department of reve- 
nue is making a drive on "acci- 
dent report dodgers." The "acci- 
dent report dodger" is the motor ve- 
hicle operator who fails to reporl 
to the department fatal accidents, 
personal injury acccidents, or ac- 
cidents in which-the property dam- 
age amounts to $50 or more. . 


The vehicle code requires that all 


accidents of the above character 
must be reported the department 
of revenue within 24 hours of their 
occurrence. A report filed with lo- 
cal police is not sufficient. 
Where 


two or more operators are involved 
in the same accident both are re- 
quired to file a report. Penalty for 
failure to do so is a fine of $10 and 
cost of prosecution, or.. not more 
than five days in jail. Such negli- 
gence win result in suspension of 
the operator's driving license.

More Than $50 Required 
To Be Reported. 


The bureau of highway patrol and 
safety of the department of reve­ 
nue is making a drive on “acci­ 
dent report dodgers." The “acci­ 
dent report dodger" is the motor ve­ 
hicle operator who fails to report 
to the department fatal accidents, 
personal injury acccidents, or ac­ 
cidents in which the property dam­ 
age amounts to $50 or more. 
The vehicle code requires that all 
accidents of the above character 
must be reported the department 
of revenue within 24 hours of their 
cccurrence. 
A report filed with lo­ 
cal police is not sufficient. 
Where 
two or more operators are involved 
in the same accident both are re­ 
quired to file a report. 
Penalty for 
failure to do so is a fine of $10 and 
cost of 
prosecution, or 
not more 
than five days in jail. Such negll 
gence wtll result in suspension of 
the operator’s driving license.

The thing that makes any book great, or worthwhile, is the thinking 


that has gone into it, and so to read what this thinking .has inspired 
in others, is interesting to me. Perhaps my marked books .will some- 
time be interesting to others!

I don't like to see a book abused by turning down the leaves, by 


careless cutting of.- the pages, or anything else thatJharms the physical 
makeup of the book, but'to mark it up as it is read, seems to me to give, 
it more life and tone and personality. 


Besides, it is a good .habit. Marking your .book as you read it almost 


animates it—and silently brings the author right before you.

crease in the num ber of visitors to 
these recreational areas has brought 
greatly increased revenues to stores, 
hotels, garages and restaurants in 
the communities where state forest 
recreational areas are located. 
Tourists And Trade 
In a statem ent issued today Sec­ 
retary I jew is A. Staley said: ’’Tour­ 
ist trade is an industry rapidly as­ 
suming large proportions in Penn­ 
sylvania. Recreational areas within 
the one and one-half million acres 
of state forests have played an im­ 
portant role in bringing improved 
business to th evrural people of the 
state. T here are *30 000,000 people 
living in the eastern United States, 
and ¿heater tourist trade in Penn­ 
sylvania will result in greater pros­ 
perity for Pennsylvanians, 
“The scenic attractions of Penn­ 
sylvania’s m ountains, 
forests and 
stream s are gaining wider popular­ 
ity each year as sources of outdoor 
recreation.
